Dame of the Officer and ra>il \ — Shri ftrikanta Ghosh, 
Offieiufc’ ug Superintendent of Police, Sambalpur, Orissa 

Statement of service* for which the decoration has been 
awarded . — -On the afternoon of the 2Gth January 1948, 
lour persons named Anirudha (Iroud, Jugu (loud, Jadu 
Goud and Shankar (loud, mined with deadly weapons, 
oommittod a series of assaults upon the people of /ullage 
Pabpali, Police Station Sason, District Sambalpur, i i 
which three persons were killed and 15 others severeh 

injured, A constable of Sason Police Station was also 

attacked, his musket was taken and he was left 
unconscious. The gang then barricaded themse’ves in a 
house and defied the Suh-Div siontil Officer and 

2 constables who had arrived on the scene. The Sub- 

Division al Officer sent immediately lor help to Sambalpur, 
and Shri S. K. Ghosh, Superintendent of Police, v »th a 
small or med detachment, arrived at the spot The 
miscreants were repeatedly called upon to surrender but 
retorted with further thienls of murder as soon as clarkzies-> 
set in. 

2. The house in which they had bariicaded thernselve- 
was so bu It thut there was easy access from it to other 
houses of the village. It was realized, therefore, ihat a 
largo force would be rcquiied to cover the whole village 
if the culprits were to be held, Tlie approach to the fiord 
door was a narrow passage which was covered by the gums 
of the murderers and therefore most unsafe. It was clear, 
however, that someth 'ng bad to be done before nightfall 
when the gang would probably make a bid for escape 

3. In his efforts (o locate and find Rome means ol 
entering and overpowering the murderers ins de the house, 
Shri Ghosh, at considerable rsk, crawted up the passage 
to within a tew feet of the door and fired at the legs of a 
culprit which could just he seen This only serve 1 t> 
worsen the posit' on and finding himself at a great dis- 
advantage, Shri Ghosh crawled back to safety. With th 
fast approach of nightfall, however, it became increasingly 
apparent that matters had to be brought to a head He 
decided to climb on to the thatched roof of m adjacent house 
about 17 ft. high. Constable 251 Arkbit Bant volunteered 


to accompany him. Armed with h revolver and rifle they 
worked thoir way to withn 27 ft. of the culprits who were 
sheltering behind the waifs and were shouting threats of 
murder The roof afforded little or no foot-hold and apart 
from the vlnngor of their slippffig and falling into Hie hands 
of the murderers, they were open to be shot nt any 
momont. The Superintendent of Police, however, forced 
the issue by shooting dead one of the culprits vcho was 
armed with u musket and had exposed lumself Realizing 
that the game was up, Ihe remainder of the gang came 
out and surrendered 

4 Shri Ghosh thus displayed courage and initiative of 
the highest order and his action had n remarkable effect 
not only upon the morale of the force, but also upon the 
Magistracy and public of the d-strict

Name of the officer and rank . — Constable 251 Arkhifc 
Raul, Armed Police Reserve, Sambalpur. 

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded — >On the afternoon of the 26th January 1948. 
four peisons named Anirudha Goad, Jadu Goud, Jaga 
Goud and Shankar Goud armed themselves with lethal 
weapons and made an attack upon the villagers of Pabpali 
village P. S Sason. district Sarnbalpur. They surprised 
and killed 8 persons and severely wounded 15 others. 
They attacked and severely injured u Constable of Sason 
Police Station leaving him unconse’ous and taking away 
his loaded musket. They then barricaded themselves 
within n house The Sub-divisional Magistrate happens 1 
to arrive there to find the village deserted. He ordered 
the murderers to surrender but they refused and one of 
the murderers aimed the loaded musket at him threatening 
to shoot him. On the requisition of the Sub-divisional 
Magistrate an armed Police detachment in charge of the 
Superintendent of Police arrived at the spot As Jt w r as 
getting dark and the murderers threatened to k U a few 
more persons after nightfall, the Sub-divisional Magistrate, 
directed their immediate arrest by all possible means 

Iti his efforts to locate and find some means of entering 
and overpowering the murderers inside their house, the 
Superintendent of Pofice found it necessary to climb on 
to the thatched roof of an adjacent house, about 17 feet 
high He asked for a volunteer from among the armed 
men to accompany him to the top of the roof All w T ere 
warned by the Superintendent of Police and the Sub- 
divisional Magistrate of the danger of climbing the roof 
in case the murderers fired the loaded musket or threw 
their axe$ at the man on the roof Constable 251, Arkbit 
Raut was the only volunteer and he accompanied h’s 
Superintendent of Pohce to the top of the roof, and 
remained by his side in Rpite of the fact that one of the 
murderers was aiming the loaded musket at them and the 
other murderers w^ere wielding their axes The distance 
from the place vvherc the murderers stood to the top of 
the roof where the Superintendent of Police and the 
Constable were standing w^as about 21'- 6", the limit h was 
decomposed and there was neither hand nor foot hold 
The Superintendent pf Police and the Constable were in a 
very dangerous position, hut ab one of the culprits exposed 
himself to fire at the Superintendent of Police with the 
stolen musket, the Superin tendent of Pol ce shot him 
dead The culprits surrendered soon after 

The Constab’e set an example of conspicuous gallantry 
and devotion to duty in the arrest of four armed murderers

The number of subscribers 
to the Fund dining Ihe quinquennium J989 — 44 had 
1 fallen from 87 to 65 The question arose, therefoie. as 
to Die method of disposal of the surplus and the need tor 
continuing the Fund in its pre-sant form Finally the 
following alternative methods considered.- — 

(i) to con tm ue the Fund on its present basis- and lo 
distribute among subscribers and pensioners 
such portion of the biirplus as may be in excess 
of requirements after retaining adequate reserves 
in a dying fund , 

(il) to wind up the Fund in return for a guarantee of 
pensions at such rates as may be actuarial! y 
equitable, and 

(jii) to dissolve the Fund altogether and distribute 
the entire assets among Ihe subscribers and 
pensioners. 

Alternative (i) has been ruled out at unsound because 
the effect of continuing the Fund will be to keep at each 
valuation a large amount of undistributed surplus which 
will revert to Government in the end— a result which 
Government wish to avoid Alternative (in') above is not 
altogether equitable.

No. E47OP0/ 104/Ft. I. — -In exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by sub -section (2) of Sectiou 241 of Government of 
India Act, 1935, the Governor General is pleased to direct 
that the following amendment shall be made in the Railway 
Services (Revision of Pay) Rules, 1047, namely — 
in Rule 9 of the said rules to Sub-Rule (2), the following 
sub-para, shall be added after the sub-para, introduced vide 
item (1) of the Railway Board’s Notification No* E48CTC/ 
104 dated 1st June 1948. 

“Where an Officer officiating in the Senior Scale happens 
to be fixed at a stage less than the stage corresponding to 
his pay in the Junior Scale, his pay in the former scale shall 
be fixed at the stage corresponding to the pay in the Junior 
Scale".

Whereas the matters specified ill the schedule hereto 
annexed have, .so far as the Central Government is aware, 
bcon raised on behalf of the workmen ;
